The two men responsible for making 
“The Late George Apley” the successful 
stage play it is may on the surface seem 
men of two different worlds. But in 
reality George S. Kaufman, of Broad- 
way and Bucks County, and John P. 
Marquand, of Boston and Cape Cod, 
are both of the same fabric. 

Kaufman and Marquand enjoyed 
equally successful careers as news- 
papermen before lodging themselves in 
their respective literary niches as play- 
wright and novelist. The former, born 
in Pittsburgh, as opposed to the latter’s 
Wilmington, Del., birthplace, served as 
journalist with the Washington Times 
and the New York Evening Mail, sub- 
sequently hitting his stride on the 
drama stafis of the New York Tribune 
and Times. Marquand, who graduated 
from Harvard in 1915, found himself 
on the staff of the Boston Transcript 
two weeks after commencement. From 
there, he, too, made a _ journalistic 
haven at the New York Tribune offices.
